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THE SESSION OF 1863. 

BARRENNESS of legislation and tameness of debate have been 
very generally charged upon the Parliamentary Session which 
has just terminated, Certainly they have not arisen from lack 
of incident generally. There must have been busy and exciting 
work going on somewhere to account for the totally opposite 
tones of the Speech with which her Majesty opened Parliament 
in February last and the Message with which she has just 
dismissed it to its repose, The former, it will be remembered, 
offered no cause of uneasiness; while from the latter Lords 
and Commons may find subjects enough of anxious thought to 
carry away with them to the banks of the Nile, the capitals 
and watering-places of the Continent, the shooting-boxes of 
Scotland, the yacht stations of the coast, and the pleasant 
country houses at home where, upon the authority of each 
recurring Message, we are bid believe the legislators of the 
country are labouring busily as ever to promote our welfare 
and happiness. 

From the Message of Tuesday last we miss the welcome 
stereotyped assurance that her Majesty's relations with foreign 
Powers continue to be friendly and satisfactory. It could not, 
indeed, be used, As yet, it is true, we have no positive 
information that an English gun has been fired in anger any-~ 
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where ; but at any moment we may expect to have news that 
hostilities have commenced in Japan ; it is pretty certain that 
we are engaged upon a somewhat serious contest with the 
Maories of New Zealand ; our diplomatic relations with Brazil 
are interrupted ; and we are so far committed with France and 


Austria on behalf of Poland that it will be found hard to | 


abstain from active participation in any war which the 
obstinacy of the Emperor of Russia or the exigencies of his 
position may give rise to, But, as the country agrees to see in 
the above entangiements, not so much causes of criticism or 
quarrel with the Government, as crises arising from circum- 
stances over which no Government should be expected to 
possess control, so it is satisfied to intrust their management 
during the coming vacation to the political experience of the 
popular Premier and the watchful supervision of its tried and 
trusted fourth estate, the Press. 

From the above facts it will be seen that the cause of the 
Session just concluded possessing no stirring history of its own 
arises from the fortunate absence of disastrous incident and 
political conflict at home, No party division of importance 
has excited the House, no national crisis or great social loss 
has occurred to call the leaders of public opinion prominently 
forward from their silence and comparative seclusion, But, 





withal, the House has shown on more than one occasion, and 
unmistakably, that it possessed vitality that was easily roused 
to question a mischievous or reject an unpopular measure, The 
plain fashion in which it rebuked Mr, Somes’s most injudicious 
proposal to transplant to English soil restrictions which are 
found so vexatious north of the Tweed may be cited as one 
instance of this, to which may be appended the significant 
increase of the majorities on the Maynooth and Ballot 
questions, the unexpected defeat administered to the church- 
rate abolitionists, and the pressure brought to bear against 
Mr, Bouverie’s bill for the admission of Nonconformists into 
the governing bodies of the Universities. 

Of actual legislative results there is little for the historian of 
the Session to record. Towards the mitigation of the distress 
in Lancashire Mr, Gladstone carried a very useful measure 
known as the Union Relief Aid Acts Continuance Bill, by which 
money may be advanced to the local authorities upon the 
security of the rates for the purpose of employing the distressed 
operatives in the construction of public works, Sir George 
Grey, not without keen opposition, succeeded in passing the 
Prison Ministers Bill, by which Roman Catholic prisoners are 
ensured the attention of ministers of their creed. And in the 
Upper House the Lord Chancellor, with a spirit of self-denial 
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as to one of the most envied fruits of office, patronage, 
which deserves the most honourable mention, introdaced 
and passed a bill for the sale of 320 advowsons in hia gift, the 
proceeds of which should be devoted to the augmentation of 
the stipends of the remaining Government livings, To Lord 
Westbury also belongs the credit of grappling energetically 
with the difficulties that beset the revigion of the statute law. 
Among the minor measures, the credit of which belongs to 
private members, may be mentioned those for the amendment 
of partnership law, for the preservation of passengers from 
infection in private carriages, for the flogging of persons con- 
victed of aggravated assault, and Mr, M‘Mahon’s Salmon 
Fisheries Bill, 

The Scasion has not, of course, been without its mistakes and 
failures, Mr, Gladstone unfortunately weakened the effect of 
his mo:t satisfactory financial statement by the introduction of 
scveral minor proposals of taxation which the House hadno 
choice but to reject. The present immunity of the revenues of 
the great charitable associations of the country from taxation 
may with reason be referred again to the judgment of 
Parliament; but not a word can be said in justification 
ef proposals so unimportant in their results and so impolitic and 
irritative in their nature as Mr. Gladstone’s scheme for imposing 
a license duty on clubs, In addition to rebuffs of the above 
kind, the Government has suffered defeat in the failure of ita 
proposals to amalgamate the Metropolitan and City Police, and 
to purchase the International Exhibition building for the 
country. In the former case the Corporation of London proved 
its ability, as well as its inclination, to cherish and perpetuate 
the municipal abuses with ‘which its history has been so long 
and intimately connected ; in the latter, the country may be 
congratulated upon its representatives having decreed the doom 
ef a building whose singular ugliness had already provoked 
the sarcasm of Europe, 

Under the same heading of failures and mistakes of the 
Session it is almost impossible not to reckon the conversations 
vatber than debates which have been heard in the house upon 
foreign affairs, The cause of Poland has been as little helped by 
the denunciations which have been levelled at its powerful fos 
as by the diplomatic intercession of the Government in its 
behalf, weakened as it has been by the assurance of the Foreign 
Secretary that the Cabinet had no intention of forcing upon 
the Emperor of Russia the counsels which were offered 
him. Under such circumstances, however unpalatable it 
might be to the generous feeling of the country, roused 
en behalf of a gallant people struggling for national 
existence against so many odds, the colder, calmer judgment 
ef Lord Grey upon the question can scarcely fail to be 
approved, The opinion of the country is assuredly against war 
fer Poland; it should be content, therefore, to deny itself the 
indulgence of that outspoken synipathy which can scarcely fail 
to be accepted by the Poles as the guarantee of more material 


aid. The discussions upon American affairs have not 
been much more. satisfactory, Upon the last occa- 
sion Mr. Rocbuck did his best to injure a _ reputa- 
tion which, owing to sundry previous eccentricities of 
the member for Shefficld, could ill bear the weakening 


process, by proclaiming himse!f the mouthpiece of a foreign 
ruler to the British Parliament, The temper of the Houss and 
country upon this occasion should secure us from a repetition of 
this offence, while the rebuke which he sustained at the hands 
of his Imperial friend should have reminded Mr, Roebuck of a 
eertain old warning addressed to those who may be disposed 
to put undne faith in the Princes of their acquaintance, 

We ovght not to conclude this imperfect retrospect of the 
Session without referring to the lamented death of Sir George 
Cornewall Lewis, In the general expression of regret for his 
loss might be scen evidence of the admiration which the English 
people entertain for those qualities of honest purpose and in- 
demitable perseverance possessed in so eminent a degree by the 
late Secretary for War. About qualities such as these there is 
no suspicion, and their possession in the House of Commons of 
the present day is far more valuable to the statesman than those 
more attractive attributes by which the world is dazzled but 
not convinced, The consequent appointments of Lords De Grey 
and Hartington were generally approved, and the admirers of 
the Premier were subsequently called upon to appland the 
elevation of Mr. Stansfeld, member for Halifax, to a seat at 
the Admiralty Board, Mr. Stansfeld has, since his accession to 
effice, amply justified the wisdom of his appointment, and 
proved himself eminently worthy of promotion, 

It would be hazardous as well as puerile to speculate upon 
the probable history of the months that will elapse before the 
doors of St, Stephen's will reopen, But it may with safety be 
predicted that the political difficulties of the recess will have a 
foreign origin, At home the sky is unclonded, The distreas 
in the manufacturing districts has sensibly diminished ; there 
are content and plenty in our streets, and our fields are white 
with an abundant harvest, It is little likely that such of us as 
see 1864 will be fortunate enough to experience another hum- 
drom Seesion ; but, in the meanwhile, we are as glad as Lords 
or Commons can be to be done, for a time, with the consider- 
ation of politics, and to turn our minds to subjects better fitted 
to the August sunshine. :

PRANCE. 

The Empress went to Vichy at the close of last week, whether 
for any political reason is matter of speculation.

Poland is still the great question of the day in Paris, and the news- 
apers are eagerly discussing the chances of peace or war. The

against a war for Poland. The motives of the warning are stated 
to be that this article is derogatory to the authority of the Emperor 
and the essential bases of the Constitution, and that such suggestions 
can only compromise the interests of the great cause they pretend 
serve, and give a pretext for agitation which the Government could 
not: tolerate.

troops employed in forcign countries, The previous Census set down 
the population for the eighty-six departments of which France was 
then composed at 36,039,364 inhabitants. Deducting 669,052 inha- 
bitants for the provinces annexed to the empire, the increase of the 
population since the previous Census is 673,802 inhabitants, or 1°86 
per cent. The increase from 1846 to 1851 was only 382,684, or 1°8 
per cent, This may be accounted for by the revolution of 1848, 
which produced an unfavourable effect on the general prosperity of 
the country. The deficient harvests likewise during that period were 
unfavourable to the increase of population. The greatest increase in the 
population is remarked in the departments of the Seine, the Nord, the 
Rhone, the Bouches du Rhone, the Seine-et-Oise, the Gironde. the 
Loire Inférieure, the Finisterre, the Seine Inférieure, the Haut-Rhin, 
the Marne, and Corsica. 

New wheat has made its appearance in several of the country 
markets ; the samples are in general of good quality. $ 

The gifted young actress, Mdlle. Emma Livry, who was burnt so 
terribly on the stage several months ago, died on Sunday night at 
Neuilly. 

Advices from Mexico, received at New York by way of Havannah, 
assert that “the Mexican people were to be called to decide upon 
their form of government on the 29th of June.” Meanwhile General 
Forey had appointed “a Triumvirate and Council of State” to aid 
him in the administration of Mexico. If we may believe the Paris 
France, President Juarez has been deserted by his troopa, has 
relinquished his intention of occupying San Luis de Potosi, and is 
making his way to some port on the Pacific coast where he will 
embark for New York, 








AUSTRIA. 

The Emperor was to leave Vienna on Tuesday for Ratisbon in order 
to escort the Empress home, Their Majesties were to return ou Friday 
(yesterday). 

The committee of the Reichsrath have reported in favour of grant- 
ing Langiewiez’s petition to be allowed to remove into Switzerland, 
and the Chamber agreed to the recommendation by a large majority. 

Disturbances have broken out in Lemberg, in the form of an attack 
by the populace on the Jews, several of whom had been severely 
injured. The military patrols had succeeded in festoring order. 
There have been domiciliary visits and arrests. Among those arrested 
are Count Stephen Zamoyski and Deputy Zimialkowski, 


SWITZERLAND. 

The National Council has ratified the convention concluded with 
the Italian Government relative to the diocese of Tessin. 

The Council has also adopted a resolution which, in effect, 
acknowledges the equality of the rights of Jews in the canton of 
Argovie, 

PRUSSIA. 

The King arrived at Gastein on the 22nd ult. 

Prince Frederick William, cousin to the King, is seriously ill. The 
last bulletin published states that the Prince has not slept so tran- 
quilly as on the preceding night ; but otherwise there is no change in 
the situation. The Prince still possesses all his faculties, but does not 
speak, His sons, Princes George and Alexander, have arrived at Berlin. 

The Liberal deputies returning home from their abruptly-closed 
Parliamentary labours have been received everywhere with great honour. 
The people of the Rhenish provinces have especially distinguished 
themeelves in these demonstrations. 

The number of “ warnings” riven already in Prussia amonnts to 
fifty-seven, eight of which, being the second warning addressed to the 
same paper, expose it to instant suppression, 


THE INSURRECTION IN POLAND. 

A despatch from Lord Napier, our Ambassador at St. Petersburg, 
to Earl Russell respecting the Russian reply to the six points has 
been published. On becoming acquainted with the tenor of the Russian 
answer to the English note, he stated to Prince Gortschakoff that, in 
his opinion, “ no form of reply could have contained fewer elements for 
a friendly or pacific adjustment.” rd Napier also found the French 
Minister, the Duke of Montebello, “ under a very decided impression 
of the bad effect which the Russian communication would have at 
Paris,” especially that paseage in which it is declared that the only 
conference on the Polish question which Russia will accept is a con- 
ference with Prussia aid Austria, “Such an overture, in the opinion 
of my French colleague,” says Lord Napier, “ would be mauve’ by 
his Government not only as unsatisfactory, but as almost insulting, 
and as tending to a positive and immediate rupture.” 

The National Government have issued a proclamation announcing 
the appointment of Ladislas Czartoriski as its diplomatic agent at 
London and Paris. 

An important document issuing from the National Government 
has been published —a letter announcing that the Poles would, 
under certain specified conditions and guarantees, consent to accept 
the armistice proposed by the three Powers, and that the National 
Government would pledge itself for faithful execution on its side. 
This document bears date early in June, and it was, no doubt, 
submitted to the three Powers before the dispatch of their notes, 

It is said that Colonel Leichte, the notorious inquisitor during the 
reign of the Emperor Nicholas, and who had lately resumed his 
functions, was stabbed by an unknown hand on the very day on 
which the revolutionary tribunal of Warsaw published a decree 
condemning him to death. 

The National Government has published a decree respecting the 
estates confiscated by the Emperors Nicholas and Alexander IL. in the 
Polish provinces, and given to Russian Generals and functionaries. 
These estates are declared national property ; the peasants who cul- 
tivate them are exonerated from the payment of all dues; and the 
farmers and manufacturers who occupy any of these estates are 
charged to pay the rents into the national treasury of Poland. 

The Cracow telegrams rt a wt arrival of insurrectionary 
strength in the palatinate of Lublin. The Polish bands there are 
scouring the province in all directions. ‘They have seized several 
Russian couriers who were bearing official despatches; among the 
rest, a reply to an application for reinforcements, which the Gom- 
mander-in-Chief declared himself unable to grant, Some rather 
serious conflicts with the Russian troops are also announced, the 
Poles having had the advantage in every instance. Fresh engage- 
ments have taken place in Lithuania, especially at Bobelsniki and 
Petryszki. The Russians stationed in the town of Radzano, in the

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AMERICA, 
SERIOUS RIOTS AT NEW YORK, 


The attempt to enforce the conscription in New York has ¢ither 
provoked, or been made the excuse for, formidable riota, That cit 
was for three days in the hands of a mob, which commenced wi 
stopping the draughting, destroyiny the builling in which it was 
Frans on, and assaulting the officers, This was but the prelude. 

fouses were assailed, plundered, and fired ; shops secked; the streats 
filled with the denizens of the back slums; and the outbreak at last 
took the shape of an anti-abolitionist crusade, and a hunt for warmed 
negroes, and the burning down of the» Coloured Orphan Asylum, 
The outbreak ended with a thieves’ carnival, 

Balloting began on Saturday, the 11th ult,, and during that day 
the names of more than 2000 conscripts were drawn. On the morn- 
ing of the 13th a mob assembled in front of the Proyost Marshal's 
office, broke into it, destroyed the ballot-boxes, and fired the build- 
ing, which, with the adjoining houses, was completely destroyed, as 
the firemen refused to attempt to extinguish the flames. The mob, 
which is said to have consisted of about 15000, persons, composed 
mostly of the labouring population, infuriated women, and lals of 
seventeen downwards, and to have been headed by a Virginian named 
Andrews and some three hundred other leaders, afterwards disperseJ 
in strong bodies thronghout the city, and committed atrocious 
outrages. The rioters burned the Armoury, the Coloured Orphan 
Asylum, and many houses inhabited by obmoxious persons or by 
negroes. They sacked the office of the New York Tribune and fired 
the building, which was, however, saved from destruction by the 
firemen, They assailed all the negroes whom they found in the 
streets, and murdered some fifty unhappy blacki—one of whom 
they hanged and burned by a fire kindled beneath him. A party of 
the Provost’s Guard fired on the mob, but were overpowered and 
horribly used; and many policemen were elain or maltreate! 
Superintendent Kennedy saving his life with difficulty. On the 
following day the riots were renewed, and all the shops were close. 
business being completely suspended, cabs and omnibuses having 
ceased to ply, and the city telegraphs having been destroyed by the 
mob. More houses, including the Postmaster’s, were burned, and the 
Mayor’s dwelling was assailed. There were several encounters 
between the soldiery or militia and the rioters, and many lives were 
lost. The mob seized Colonel O’Brien and hanged him on a lamp- 
post. The disturbances spread to Staten Island, and some negroes’ 
houses were burned in Brooklyn; but few or no further murders of 
blacks were committed, as the negroes had fled from the city. Ont 
the 15th the riots continued, business was again suspended, and there 
were several fresh collisions between the troops and mob in the upper 
part of New York. 

During these riots the authorities had not been idle ; for they hiut 
summoned a special police, had called out the militia, and had brought 
a considerable body of troops from Baltimore, while Governor 
Seymour had declared the city and county of New York to be in’@ 
state of insurrection. But the diminution of the rioting on the 15th 
ult. seems to have been mainly due to a proclamation and speech of 
the Governor of the State of New York. In his proclamation, 
Governor Seymour declared that the only opposition to the conseri 
tion that would be allowed was an appeal to the Courts, and th 
would suppress rioting by every means in his power. In his speech, 
however, he said that he had applied to the Federal Cabinet at 
Washington, and had urged the postponement of the draught. He 
added that the decision of the courts on the question of the legality 
of the draught must be obeyed if the draught were declare? legal, 
but that he would use his influence to prevent inequality between rick 
and poor. 

New York papers of the 18th that the riots had almost 
entirely subsided on the previous day. The wards where the 
greatest excitement had prevailed were filled with large forces of 
military, who patrolled the streets entirely unmolested by the 
populace. Business went on almost as generally as before th 
unfortunate disturbances took place, and all the cars and stages 
performed their trips as usual. A number of regiments had arvived 
from different quarters, and the authorities did not apprehend auy 
further disturbance, 

The Republican press argue that the riots in New York are reall 
part and parcel of the Southern rebellion, while the Democratic presg 
assert the obnoxious conditions of the draught to be the sole causd, 
But Americans would gladly escape the principal blame of thie, dis- 
graceful riot, and lay it on the Irish. - 

It is officially announced that the Government will sustain the 
enforcement of the draught with military force, 

There has been resistance to the draught in Boston, but the 
turbances were promptly suppressed, 

In Philadelphia and Massachusetts the draught was proveoliag 
quietly, 
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WAR NEWS, 

General Lee's army has repassed the Potomac into Virginia at 
Williamsport and Falling Waters ; and the movement, which appears 
to have been completed on the 13th or 14th ult., was said to have 
been effected in good order, though the Federal forces captured fwe 
guns and 2000 prisoners, including an entire brigade of infantry, which 
may be presumed to have composed the Confederate rearguard. 
General Lee, when last heard of, was at Front Royal, making his 
way towards Richmond. 

‘The Confederate General Morgan's “ raid” into Indiana and Olilo had 
not terminated, and, after crossing the Indianopolis and Cincinnati 
Railway at a point thirty-five miles from Cincinnati, he had reached a 
place called Miamisville, only seventeen miles from that city. 

In Tennessee General Rosencranz was still driving General Bragg 
before him, and had captured 4000 prisoners. 

General Dodge officially reports that he routed the Confeleratus 
under Forrest and Biffies in the neighbourhood of Corinth, 

The fall of Port Hudson bas followed that of Vicksburg. ‘The 
fortress surrendered unconditionally on the 8th ult. The number of 
wriconers will not exceed 7(00—one informant places them at 6000. 
“here had been no general engagement at Port Hudson for some days 
previous to the surrender, all having been quiet, excepting that 
artillery practice was kept up on both sides. Provisions had heeu 
short with the Confederates for some time, and, their communications 
having been cut off, they could not obtain more supplies, There were 
no hopes of succour from the forces known to be in the vicinity : 
hence there was no alternative but surrender or starvation. 

Immediately after the surrender of Vicksburg General Sherman 
marched against General Johnston, and is said to have defeated him 
after a very sanguinary engagement. 

A fresh attack on the defences of Charleston commence! on the 
10th ult., and a landing having beon effected on Morris Isiand, all the 
Confederate works on that island, with the single exception of For 
Wagner, were captured by the Federals, Accoriling to accounts of 
the 12th ult., the siege of Fort Wagner was progressing; and five 
ironclads and fifteen gunboats were engaged in battering and how- 
barding the Confederate defences. 

A vessel that has arrived at Falmouth reports the capture and 
destruction of two fine North American vessels by Captain Semmes, 
of the Confederate cruiser Florida, One of the vessels is said to have 
had bar silver on board to the value of £20,000, The crews of the 
two vessels were put on board the ship that brought the news tw 
Falmouth,

attcmpt to prove William Roupell not a forger, but a perjarer, e1 
discharge of the jury. Thus the claims of the conten: jing parties are left us 
open as they were before Baron Channell entered npon this painfally-prolo 
trial. In a few weeks we be'ieve we shall have the whole story over again 
enother Assize Court; and, in all likelihood, the records of Westminster Hai!

But, on the other hand, tly 
habits of old Roupell, and the relations between himeelf and his family, wer- 
of a character that throw a great shadow of improbability over 
hypothesis that he really executed this deed. He was very sordid, and sow 
to part with his money.

Putting his testimony out of the question as worthless, unless where it was 
corroborated, it was perhaps loss difficult to believe that he had comm tted 
this one fergery among many, than that he had falsely confessed having doos 
s0 With the object of making reparation to his family, or of robbing th» 
defendants, as it might be variously put. Bnt it can be no matter of 
surprise that, in the face of such conflicting theories and conflicting testimony, 
the jury were unable to answer the main question put to them—namely, 
whether or not the deed of gift before them was a gennine document.

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THE HERBERT STATUE 
AT SALISBURY. 


Tue statue erected in front of the Council- 
house, Salisbury, to perpetuate the memory of 
Lord Herbert of Lea, who, when Sidney Herbert, 
for many years represented the southern division 
of Wiltshire in Parliament, was inau ted a 
short time ago, in the presence of a large and 
distinguished company, by Earl De Grey and 
Ripon, acting on behalf of Lord Palmerston, 
An Illustration of the inaugural ceremony 
appeared in this Journal on July 11. Lord 

erbert died on the 2nd of August, 1861, 
at the age of fifty-one, and the movement 
which has resulted in the erection of this statue 
was at once set on foot, with the view of hand- 
ing down to — memorial of the respect 
and esteem in which, irrespectivé of all party 
or political considerations, he was held by those 
amongst whom he lived. The statue, which is 
by Baron Marochetti, is in bronze, 9 ft. high : 
it stands on a grey granite pedestal nearly 
10 ft. high, from the works of Mr. Freeman, of 
Penrhyn, Cornwall. Lord Herbert is repre- 
sented in the act of delivering a speech. 
His left hand rests, as was usual, on his side; 
whilst in his right he holds a plan of the 
Herbert Hospital—his favourite scheme for the 
well-being of the soldier, The coat, the waist- 
coat, the tie, the very boots his Lordship wore 
were all before Baron Marochetti whilst the 
model was being prepared. A more excellent 
likeness could not be desired. His Lordship is 
represented in the simple dress of an English 
gentleman. ok Herbert” is the only 
inscription on the pedestal. 


ATTACK ON A PIRATICAL SQUADRON 
BY THE BOATS OF H.M.S. FLAMER. 
(From a Correspondent.) 


Tue pirates in the neighbourhood of Ning-Po 
having become so much bolder since the re- 
duction of the naval forces .that English lorchas 
and small craft were constantly being attacked 
on their passage to and from Shanghai, H.M. 
gun-boat Flamer, Lieutenant-Commander Bo- 
sanquet, proceeded in search of them, and when 
rounding a headland off one end of the small 
Bay of Cho-Kee, the pirates, consisting of about 
ten junks, were discovered. Six of these vessels 
immediately weighed their anchors, and, running 
up to the head of the bay, took up position in 
a small bight or inlet where the gun-boat could 
not follow. One of the small brass howitzers 
of the Flamer was transferred to a small junk, 
and was towed in to attack by the two boats, 
manned and armed, of that vessel; and on 
coming in sight they found the pirate squadron 
prepared, with a large Canton junk swung 
broadside on to dispute the entrance. A smart 
fire was kept up by the junk while the boats 
were approaching, and, the tide being ebb, the 
extempore gun-boat, with the howitzer, 
grounded 800 yards off in the mud, not, how- 
ever, too far to prevent the fire being returned 
with effect. After a few rounds the two boats 
pushed in, and were immediately assailed 
with grape and case, which, however, did not 
check the advance, and on closing the pirates 
evacuated their vessels and blew up the 
Cantonese lorcha. Only one officer and two 
men were wounded in this affair.

THE BALLOON RECONNAISSANCE 
AT ALDERSHOTT. 
For some time past the services of Mr. Coxwell 
have been engaged by Government for a series 
of experiments with his small balloon to de- 
monstrate the practicability of aerial observa- 
tions for reconnoitring purposes. 

For many years Mr. Coxwell has written 
frequently on this subject, and has proposed the 
employment of balloons for milit observa- 
tions. Napoleon I. used balloons during the 
revolutionary war. They were again brought 
into requisition by the French during the late 
Italian campaign. The Federals, too, have 
used them repeatedly in America. At the be- 
ginning of the present year ‘two English 
officers directed some attention to this inte- 
resting branch of science. Capt. F. Beaumont, 
R.G., had ascended in one of the American 
balloons, and Lieut. George Grover had written 
a pamphlet in favour of their appliance. 
These gentlemen having urged a few experi- 
ments at Aldershott, Mr. Coxwell was applied 
to, and on Monday, July 14, he visited the 
camp; but, as the Royal review was to take 
place on the following day, it was decided by 
the Ordnance Select Committee that the 
balloon was to ascend during the sham fight, 
and that a report of what was seen should 
be given by engineer officers, At nine a.m. 
Mr. Coxwell’s balloon, the “Evening Star,” 
was fully inflated at the Government gasworks, 
and was moved up to Thorn Hill, which over- 
looks the south and north camps. Here it was 
let up by three Topes to an elevation of 800 ft. 
Mr, Coxwell was accompanied by Captain 
Beaumont, who directed a party of Sappers in 
the management of the cords. The first trial 
having proved that the balloon was under 
perfect control, Captain Beaumont and Lieu- 
tenant Grover ascended alone, whilst Mr. 
Coxwell, with Lieutenant Buckle, superintended 
the work below. 

About midday the Ordnance Select Com- 
mittee arrived from Woolwich, comprising the 
president, Brigadier-General St. George, C.B., 
vice-president ; Captain Heath, R.N.; Lieu- 
tenant- Colonel Baynes; Lieutenant - Colonel 
Gallwey, R.E. ; and Captain Heyman, R.A., the 
assistant-secretary. The troops, to the number 
of 12,000 strong, had now formed on Cesar’s 
Camp, which is some hundred feet above the 
position occupied by the balloon. Captain 
Decmnent and Captain Twynham, both of the 
Engineers, then ascended, and remained aloft 
for one hour and a quarter, taking notes 
and sketches of what they observed. Cap- 
tain Heyman, of the Royal Artillery, and 
Colonel Gallwey next ascended. The sham 
fight had now commenced, and, although the 
atmosphere was hazy, the movement of the 
troops and the attack and defence could be 
distinctly seen, 

Of course, an official report will be made 
on the day’s proceedings; but, from what 
transpired on Thorn Hill, it is presumed that 
the experiments were satisfactory. At 3.30 
Mr. Coxwell and Captain Beaumont made 
a final ascent, and, after rising 8000 feet, 
the intrepid voyagers descended near the 
residence of the Rev. W. Grey, of Milford, 
Godalming, by whom they were hospitably 
entertained,

RECORD, not comment, and far less prediction, seems the only 
philosophic treatment of the great Transatlantic struggle. For 
every prophecy has in its turn been falsified, and the sagest 
arguments are made ridiculous by the latest telegram, A very 
short time ago, and no colour could be too roseate for depicting 
the condition of the South, Its fortresses were impregnable, 
while its gallant armies were advancing to hoist the secession 
flag upon the steeples of Baltimore, Philadelphia, and New 
York, Again all changed, for the tenth time. A new Federal 
General (in his childhood known to the Duke of Wellington, it 
is said, though dates smile scornfully at the statement) has 
confronted the Southern victor, prevented his advance, and 
made his retreat an act of probable wisdom, Two of the great 
fortresses have fallen, and the third is menaced by a more 
powerful force than has yet assailed it, The resources of the 
North are telling fearfully upon the Confederates, 

Yet the next mail, or its successor, may have a new story to 
tell, Meade may have followed his foe, been led into a trap, 
and been discomfited; or some new and brilliant stroke of 
Southern tactics may have thrown some hitherto unattacked 
territory into the alarm which shook Philadelphia and almost 
roused New York, The dread game is being played on so large 
a board, and with such utter absence of rules, that none of its 
chances should surprise us, In the meantime, and at the very 
moment when Meade's skill and valour had excited the 
enthusiasm of his countrymen, New York was suddenly delivered 
over to a worse enemy than the Confederate, Riot was 
rampant, the negro was hunted down by the light of a score of 
conflagrations kindled in various quarters, the authorities were 
defied and outraged, and some of them murdered, and violence 
and plunder were the order—or disorder—of the hour, The 
rabble had broken loose. We hear since that the military have 
used shot and steel freely, that large numbers of the rioters 
have been slaughtered, and that the law is once more master, 
and will enforce the conscription, But the scenes, which are 
presented to us with a general exaggeration, corrected by the 
elaborate detail which the American reader loves, will scarcely 
pass from the memory of the New Yorker, He had previously 
only heard of slaughter : he has now seen it, and in its most 
repulsive form, 

No Englishman can read of such work without regret. Upon 
the war itself there may be two opinions, and there can be no 
doubt that there are many British partisans of the South as of 
the North, though the majority of us cordially approve the 
policy of our Government and agree with the sentiment 
expressed in the Royal Speech; but all of us deplore the 
New York outrages. We never tolerate at home the inter- 
ference of rioters or the mob in settling a question ; and, where 
there are two sides actively espoused, and a rabble thrusts itself 
into the struggle, both sides coalesce and put down the rioters. 
We have the Anglo-Saxon liking for seeing any dispute settled 
by legitimate means. Hence the people of New York, who have 
been exposed to the brutalities of a fractional portion of its 
dangerous classes, have our sympathy, and we shall all be glad to 
know that the strong hand has restored order, It isa libel upon 
Englishmen to allege that they have the slightest toleration for 
the perpetrators of atrocities like those which are described by 





the American correspondents, It is possible that there may 
have been some in the riots who hate or fear the conscription, 
but it is obvious that the majority of the rioters are scoundrels 
whose ferocity and greediness have been roused, and who took 
advantage of the absence of troops to commit these outrages, 
We hope to hear that the castigation has been ample and 
effectual ; and we have a right to expect our relatives in New 
York to believe that we feel towards them in the matter as they 
would feel towards us if they heard that a St, Giles'’s mob had 
broken loose, had ravaged certain districts of the metropolis, 
and had been met by a cavalry regiment and.dealt with 
according to desert. We are almost ashamed to have to insist 
upon this, but certain writers have made it necessary that such 
an assurance should go forth to the West, 

We may add another, and we do so in all heartiness and 
sincerity. The London season is over, a portion of our popu- 
lation has already escaped from town, and those who remaia 
are but devising plans for recreation and amusement. Another 
fortnight and our notables will either be in their country 
houses, regaining their own health and ministering to the 
pleasures of their friends, or they will be hastening away over 
Europe, many with their faces set for other continents, 


The middle class, after a prosperous season, will be 
imitating their leaders, but in a modified degree. A noble 
harvest is all but ready. We are assured, on the highest 


| authority, that European complications and American war 





have not materially injured our commerce, Care has been 
taken for the class most affected by the latter casualty, and 
there will not be much “complaining in our streets." We aro 
at peace with the world, and we have no epidemic among our 
people or among our flocks, We have every reason to be 
thankful ; and most of us are about to endeavour to enjoy our- 
selves. It would be unworthy of us did we, in our own hour of 
comfort, forget our kinsmen whose fortune is now so different. 
We speak of the whole of the States of America; we speak 
not of Federals and Confederates, but of our brethren who 
talk our language and who think of England as the 
mother country. At this moment how opposite is their 
condition, Their best men, their citizens, fathers, husbands, 
brothers are in arms, and engaged in a war which offers 
no promise of conclusion, Their commerce is hindered, their 
produce belongs to the armies, and they are struggling with 
a taxation which must grind them cruelly. A conscription 
calls Northern and Southern alike into the field. And they 
have to deplore the loss of thousands and thousands who have 
fallen in the field, or by a less enviable fate, and who, if this 
weary war continues, will be followed to the grave by other 
thousands, Such is the autumn to which our American 
brethren are looking. Let them, throughout the length and 
breadth of their noble country, accept the assurance that, 
though they turn a cold and scornful eye towards those who 
will take neither one side nor the other, the sympathy of 
Englishmen and Englishwomen goes forth to them, and that those 
who seek to persuade them otherwise utter cowardly and wicked 
untruth, Without, we dare assert, any mingling of a selfish 
motive in, the feeling, the news that the quarrel had beea 
somehow adjusted, and that the sword was sheathed, would 
cause a shout of joy over the island, and as warm thanksgiving 
would ascend as on the day which President Lincoln bas set 
apart for a religious service, These are not idle words, and, 
inasmuch as we know that they will be read in most parts of 
the States, we call upon American readers to note them, and 
to remember them when the time of slaughter shal! have passed 
away. 





We desire briefly to call the attention of our readers to a

written, in the Queen's name, by Sir Charles Phipps to the 
Mayor of Birmingham. It is with shame we confess that her 
Majesty's rebuke might with justice have been addressed to the 
English people generally. The tragical accident which so 
recently disgraced Birmingham might as well have occurred ia 
London, Indeed, it is not many months since another wretched 
woman, whose ghastly toying with death formed the chicf 
attraction of a suburban place of amusement, crippled herself 
for the rest of her days; and but a few weeks have clapsed 
since an Italian gave his life for the amusement of the visitors 
at Cremorne, Under these circumstances it is not to be 
wondered .at that the first lady in the realm, scandalised at 
the tastes of her people, horrified at the heartless unconcern 
which these demoralising habits have already wrought in 
them, should raise her voice in touching yet severe rebuke, and 
request, int erms that must be accepted as a command, that a 
spot which was inaugurated by herself and the Prince Consort 
for healthy exercise and rational recreation should not be used 
for exhibitions which are disgracefal to the age and detri- 
mental to the morals of the people, The Mayor of Birmingham, 
in whose humiliation, so to speak, it is only right that we all 
should share, expresses a hope that exhibitions of this character 
may be interdicted by Parliament, We have already morc than 
once given expression to the same hope, but, in the meanwhile, 
it is perfectly open to the people of England to pass 
and obey an unwritten law. The fashionable crowds 
who thronged the Crystal Palace to help an adventurous 
Frenchman to make a fortune at the risk of his neck are 
just as guilty of the blood of the poor female Blondin 
who died at Birmingham as the sightseers there who turned 
so callously from witnessing her death agonies to the other 
amusements of the night. Had not Blondin been made 


fashionable, no less skillful performer would have been tempted 
to ape his tricks., Let us generally turn away from enter- 
tainments in which the strength and beauty of that form 
which has been made in God's image are éo miserably abused, 
and there will be no need of the interference of Parliament to 
prevent national scandals like that which has provoled the

PRORUGATION OF PARLIAMENT, 


THE QUEEN'S MESSAGE. 

On Toeeday afternoon the Commissioners appointed by her Majesty to 
Prorogve Parliament took their seats in the House of Lords shortly after Ohreo 
o'clock, vested in the robes usually worn on such occasions. 

The Commons having been summoned, the Speaker, with a few mem bors, 
appeared at the bar , and the Royal Assent having been given to some public 
and private bills, 

The Lord Chancellor read ber Majesty's Meseage, as follows :— 


My LORDS AND GENTLEMEN, 


We are commanded by her Majesty to release you from farther attendance 
in Parliament, and at the same time to convey to you her Majesty's acknow. 
ledgments for the zeal and aasidvity with which you have applied yourselves 
to the performance of your duties during the Session now brought to « 
clere, 

Her Majesty bas seen with deep regret the present condition of Poland, 
Her Majesty has been engaged, in concert with the Emperor of the French and 
the Emperor of Austria, in negotiations, the object of which has been te 
obtain the fulfilment of the stipulations of the Treaty of Vienna of 1815, in 
behalf of the Poles, Her Majesty trusts that those stipulations will be carried 
jnto exeention, ard that thus a conflict distressing to humanity and dangerous 
to the tranquillity of Europe may be brought-to a close, 

The civil war between the Northern and Southern States of the North 
American Union still unfortunately continues, and is necessarily attended 
with much evi), not only to the contending parties, but also to nations whict 
have taken no part in the contest. Her Majesty, however, has seon no reasom 
to depart from that strict neutrality which her Majesty has observed from the 
beginning of the contest. , 

The Greek nation having chosen Prince William of Denmark for their King, 
her Mejesty is taking stepe with a view to the union of the Ionian Islands te 
the Kingdom of Greece, For this purpose her Majesty is in communication 
with the Powers who were parties to the Treaty of 1815, by which those 
islands w ere placed under the protection of the British Crown ; and the wishes 
of the Ionians on the subject of such union will be dvly ascertained. 

Several barbarous ontrages committed in Japan upon British subjects have 
rendered it necessary for her Majesty to demand reparation; and her Majesty 
hopes that her demands wil! be conceded by the Japanese Government without 
its being necesssary to resort to coercive measures to eaforce them 

The Emperor of Brazil has thought fit to break off his diplomatic relations 
with her Majesty in consequence of her Majesty not having complied with 
demands which she did not deem it possible to accede to, Her Majesty has no 
wish that this estrangement should continue, and would be glad to sce hor 
relations with Brazil re-established. 


GENTLEMEN OF TIE Hovsk or CommMONS, 

Her Majcety commands us to convey to you her warm acknowledgments 
for the liberal supplies which you have granted for the service of the prosent 
year, and towards the permanent defence of her Majesty's dockyards and 
arsenals; and her Majesty commands us to thank you for the provision you 
have made for the establishment of his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales. 

My LORDS AND GENTLEMEN, 

The distress which the civil war in North America has inflicted upon a 
portion of her Majesty’s subjects in the manufacturing districts, and towards 
the relief of which euch generous an d munificent contributions have beem 
made, has in some degree diminished, and her Majesty has givea her cordial 
assent to measures calculated to have a beneficial influence upon that unfor- 
tunate state of things. 

Symptoms of a renewal of disturbance have manifested themselves in hor 
Majesty's colony of New Yealand, but her Majesty trusts that by wise and con- 
ciliatery measures, supported by adequate means of repression, order and 
tranquillity will be maintained in that valuable and improving colony. 

Her Majesty has given her assent to a measure for augmenting the income 
of a considerable number of small benefices, and she trusts that this moasure 
will be conducive to the interests of the Established Church, 

Ner Majesty has given her assent to an Act forthe revision of a large portion 
of the Statute Book, by the removal of many Acts which, although they had 
become obsolete or unnecessary, obstructed the condensation of the Statate 
Law. 

Her Majesty has felt much pleasure in giving her assent to an Act for placing 
tpon a well-define! footing that Volunteer Force which has added a most 
important element to the defensive means of the country. 

Her Majesty hae gladly given her assent to an Act for carrying into effect 
the additional treaty concluded by her Majesty with the President of the 
United States for the more effec tual suppression of the slave trade; and her 
Majesty trustg that the honourable co-operation of the Government of the 
United States will materially assist her Majesty in those endeavours which 
Great Britain has long been engaged in making to put an end to the perpe 
tration of that most disgraceful crime. Her Majesty has assented, with satis- 
faction, to many other measures of public usefulness, the result of your labours 
during the present Session. 

It has been gratifying to her Majesty to observe that, notwithstanding maay 
adverse circumstances, the general prosperity of her empire continues unim- 
paired. Thongh great loca! distress bas boen suffered in Great Britain from 
the effects of the civil war in America, and in Ireland from the results of 
three unfavourable seasons, the financial resources of the United Kingdom 
have been fully maintained, and its general commerce with the world at large 
has not been materially impaired. 

It has been a source of great satisfaction to her Majesty to find that her 
Fast Indian possessions, rapidly recovering from the disasters which lately 
overspread them, are entering upon a course of improvement, social, financial, 
and commercial, wh ich holds out good promise for the growing prosperity of 
those extensive regions. 

On returning to your several counties you will still have important duties 
to perform ; and her Majesty fervently prays that the blessing of Almighty 
God may attend your efforts to promote the welfare and happiness of hee 
subjecte, the object of her constant and earnest solicitade,

CATASTROPHE. 
Tur Queen has caused a letter to be written to the Mayor of Birmingham in 
reference tothe recent tight-rope accident at Aston Park. Her Majesty expresses 
her horror that one of her subjects, a female, should have been sacrifice! to the 
gratification of a demoralising taste, and further trusts that the Mayor will 


use bias influence to prevent the park from being degraded by similar exhibition : 
in future, 


Tho following is a copy of the letter written by command of her Majesty :— 
* Osborne, July 25, 1865. 

* Sir,—The Queen has commanded me to express to you the pain with which 
her Majesty bas read the account of a fatal accident which has occurred during 
a féte at Aston Park, at Birmingham. 

“ Her Majesty cannot refrain from making known through you her perzonal 
feelings of horror that one of her subjects —a female—should have been sacri- 
ficed to the gratification of the demoralising taste, unfortanately prevalent, 
for exhibitions attended with the greatest danger to the performers. 

“ Were any proof wanting that such exhibitions are demoralising, I am 
commanded to remark that it would be at once found in the decision arrived 
at to continue the festivities, the hilarity, and the sports of the occasion after 
an event sg melancholy. 

“ The Queen trusts that you, in common with the rest of the townspoople 
the degradation 
to such exhibitions of the park which was gladly opened by her Majesty and 
the beloved Prince Coasort, in the hope that it would be mado servicaablo for 
the healthy exercise and rational recreation of the people. 

“T have the honour to be, Sir, your most obedicat humble servant, 

“ The Mayor of Birminghan,” “CO, B, Purrrs.”

MAJOR-GENERAL GerorGE G. 
MEADE, the new Commander of 
the army of the Potomac, was 
born in in, about the year 1815, 
of American nts. e entered 
West Point Military Academy as 
an appointee from the State of 
Pennsylvania during September, 
1831, and graduated on the 30th of 
June, 1833. Meade was appointed 
to the army from the district of 
Columbia, and entered the service as 
brevet Second Lieutenant of the 3rd 
Artillery on the Ist of July, 1835. 
He did not receive his full com- 
mission until the 3lst of December, 
1835, when he was made a full 
Second Lieutenant. On the 26th 
of October, 1836, he resigned his 
connection with the United States’ 
army, and was engaged in private 
pursuits until 1842. On the 19th 
of May, 1842, he was reappointed 
to the United States’ military 
service as a Second Lieutenant of 
Topographical Engineers. In this 
capacity he joined the troops ep- 
gaged in the Mexican War. is 
conduct in Mexico was marked by 
determination and bravery, and at 
the battle of Palo Alto he won great 
reputation. During the several con- 
flicts of Montery, on the 21st, 22nd, 
and 28rd days of September, 1846, 
he again distinguished himself, and 
for his bravery was breveted a 
First Lieutenant, to date from 
the 23rd of September, 1846. This 
brevet was awarded in May, 1847. 
During the month of August, 
1851, he was promoted to a first 
lieutenancy of his corps, and on 
the 19th of May, 1856, was further 
promoted to a captaincy. 

When the war broke out, and 
President Lincoln called for three 
hundred thousand volunteers, the 
Pennsylvania Reserve Corps was 
raised and placed under the charge 
of General M‘Call, as division com- 
mander, and Generals Reynolds, 
Meade, and Ord, as brigade com- 
manders. Meade was appointed a 
Brigadier-General of volunteers, 
with a commission to date from 
Aug. 31, 1861. He was then placed 
in charge of the second brigade of 
that division, and proceeded to 
organise it at Tennallytown, near 
the waters of the Potomac, and in 
this vicinity wintered during 1861-2, 
When the army of the Potomac 
began to move upon Manassas, 
during March, 1862, the division in 
which General Meade served was 
attached in the first corps, then 
under General M‘Dowell. With him 
they remained north of the Rappa- 
hannock until after the battle of 
Hanover Station, when they were 
added to the army of the 
Potomac, occupying part of 
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MAJOR-GENERAL GEORGE G, MEADE, THE NEW COMMANDER OF THE ARMY OF THE POTOMAC,

About this 
time — viz, June 18—he was 
os to a majority in the 
ngineer Corps, which rank he 
still holds in the newly-organised 
Engineer Corps of the regular 
army.

The despatches from America recently published show that General 
Meade is equal to the duties of his high position. Starting in pursuit 
of the Confederate army, under General Lee, which had invaded 
Maryland and Pennsylvania, the rival forces met at Gettysburg. A 
series of fierce assaults made by the Confederates on the Ist, 2nd, and 
Srd of July were repelled; General Lee was constrained to fall back 


on the Potomac, and, as we learn this week, has withdrawn his 
army into Virginia, leaving a brigade of infantry, with two guns, in 
the hands of the Federals. 





OPENING OF THE SWANSEA AND NEATH RAILWAY. 





Tuis line of railway has been opened under most auspicious cireum- 
stances. The great object of the line, we learn from the Cambrian, 
Is to secure direct railway facilities for the transit of coal and other 
mineral deposits in the Merthyr and Aberdare valley, with the port of 
Swansea. Previous to the formation of the line the mineral traffic was 
seriously impeded—first, by the over-crowding of the Neath station and 
the break of gauge ; and, secondly, from the heavy gradient at the Skewen 
incline, the large coal ns being obliged to be there divided. The new 


line being carried over the ‘rumlyn Burrows, the whole of the obstacles 
named have been removed, and there will soon exist an uninterrupted 
communication, upon the mixed gauge, between Merthyr, Aberdare. 
and the large iron and coal producing districts and the port of 
Swansea. The advantages, however, of the new line are not simply 
of a local character, for the arrangements sanctioned by Parliament 
last Session between the Great Western, West Midland, South Wales, 
London and North-Western, Midland, Taff Vale, and Vale of Neath 
Railways will connect the port and the whole eastern part of 
Glamorganshire with the narrow-gauge system of the kingdom. 

Tuesday, the 14th ult., was the opening day, and the townsmen of 
Swansea were fully alive to the importance of the event. The shops 
of Swansea were partially closed, but the town generally wore a gay 
appearance, the ships in the docks being dressed with flags, and the 
various public buildings being similarly decorated, whilst the church 
bells rang at intervals a merry peal. About half-past twelve a large 
number proceeded to the new line, and were thence conveyed in a 
special train, decorated with flags and evergreens, to Neath. There 
they were met by a special train from Aberdare and Merthyr; and, 
after inspecting the works at the Neath end of the new line, the 
whole company were conveyed back to Swansea. As the train 
approached Swansea it was saluted by a salvo of twenty-one guns 
from the 18-pounders of the 1st Glamorgan Artillery Volunteer 
Corps, under the command of Captain G. é. Francis, and welcomed 
by the inspiriting strains of the bands of the 3rd and 4th Glamorgan 
Rifle Volunteers. On the arrival at the station the directors of the 
line were met by the corporate and harbour authorities, who pre- 
sented a joint address of congratulation to them, consequent upon the 
successful completion of the undertaking. The directors and 
authorities then proceeded to witness the opening of the massive 
bridges over the Dock and New Cut by Sir William Armstrong’s 
hydraulic machinery, and these ponderous brid, were opened and 
shut with great ease and rapidity. Bubsequently there was a public 
breakfast, of which 500 persons partook. 

We give on page 113 an Engraving of the train on the opening day 
passing the ancient and picturesque ruins of Neath Abbey. These 
ruins, though now defaced by thesmoke and coaldust of the neighbouring 
extensive copper and iron works, formed originally a structure of 
great magnificence, described by Leland as “the fairest Abbey in 
all Wales.”

REPORT OF THE ROYAL ACADEMY COMMISSION. 

THE report of the Royal Academy Commission (some of the  petnctel 
heads of which we gave last week) commences by giving full recog- 
nition ¢ the services rendered to English art by the Royal Academy, 
but recommends various measures of reform which are, with some 
sxceptions, similar in direction, though not in extent, to those we 
have from time to time indicated as necessary in order to meet the 
increased and increasing requirements of art. 

The commissioners advise that the number of forty academicians 
and two academician engravers should be raised to sixty, This increase 
would, however, be more apparent than real. Eight of the new places 
are, in the first instance, to be filled by sculptors and architects— 
sculpture and architecture having been inadequately represented. 
The remaining ten are to be given to non-professional members. 
This infusion of the “lay element” is a proposition which 
the commissioners introduce with considerable hesitation, and it 
will, we think, be opposed by the great majority of artists. 
The commissioners seem to have felt the great difficulty of 
defining the functions of such members, and we do not per- 
ceive what “ practical effect they could have in improving 
the working of the system.” They are to have no part in 
the selection or hanging of the pictures, as have the mixed 
committee of the French Academy ; they are to be members, 
yet have “no diploma or titular distinction ;” and, as the report iteelf 
reminds us, they would always be in a minority. It is thought that 
they might have a “ valuable tendency in conciliating the confidence 
of the general public”; but, as the report again admits, if there are 
lay members on the council, there will be “a cry of * non- 
professional ignorance ’” added to the cry of “ professional jealousy 
which at present exists. Some of these lay members, it is further 
urged, might render important service by explaining the proceedings 
of the Academy in Parliament and elsewhere. This mode of obtaining 
information would, however, be rendered unnecessary if (as should be 
by so public a body) minutes of proceedings were regularly published 
by the Academy. Every one would wish to see the Academy forming, 
for the assistance of the Government, “a valuable permanent council 
of advice and reference in all matters relating to the Fine Arts, 
public monuments, and buildings;” but surely this would be 
accomplished more effectually by making the Academy comprise the 
greatest possible amount and variety of first-rate profeasional ability 
than by opening its ranks to little “ practical ” purpose, it seems to us, 
and only, perchance, to the gratification of the vanity of some whose 
art-knowledge and taste would inevitably be open to question. Little 
could be expected from unpaid and merely nominal members without 
definite duties and obligations, and who would only be bound to 
attend one meeting in a year. And would they not, in all probability, 
be as little heard of as the present five honorary members, who do, 
and are expected to do, absolutely cegs | for the Academy ? 

The proposed increase of the number of associates from twenty to 
fifty, and the giving them a share in the government of the Academy, 
which they have not hitherto had, will meet with general approval. 
We mine & recommended a large increase, but without limitation of 
number, feeling that every artist, upon submitting works proving his 
qualifications to a properly constituted tribunal, should be entitled to an 
official recognition that would give him, as in other profeasions, a definite 

professional, and therefore social, status. The commissioners seem to 
eel that this class should be made as comprehensive as possible, for 
they advise the Academy to claim the “power to fix at any time 
hereafter a larger number.” Nearly all the many other recom- 
mendations and suggestions of the report are excellent. It is recom- 
mended that the president should be elected by the general assembly, 
and that his office should be endowed with an income far exceeding 
that now bestowed, and on the scale of the remuneration afforded in 
similar positions of public trust, in order that it might be regarded as 
“the great prize of British art.” The commissioners would add two 
vice-presidents, each of the three to represent with similar dignity 
the great branches of the fine arte—painting, sculpture, architecture. 
They would also append to the Academy “an honorary class, con- 
sisting of artists of other countries,” and a class of “ art-workmen,” to 
be distinguished as “ Royal Academy medallists.” Various sugges- 
tions are offered for rendering the elections more liberal, for increasing 
the usefulness of the schools, and for popularising the exhibitions.

The Grants of Monymusk—a branch of the Grants, Earls of Seafield—are one 
of the oldest families in Scotland. The te ancestor of the house of 
Monymusk was Archibald Grant, younger son of Sir James Grant, of Gran‘, 
by his wife, Lady Barbara Erskine, a daughter of the Earl of Mar. The 
baronetcy was conferred in 1705, by Queen Anne, on this Archibald’s direct 
descendant, Sir Francis Grant, a senator of the College of Justice, and, as such, 
Lord Cullen, one of the most able and honest lawyers of his day in Scotland. 
He aided, to the satisfaction of the Crown, in carrying the Scottish Union; 
and George 1. subsequently honoured him, in 1720, bya special armorial grant, 
which added to his arms an ermine bordure, in mark of his judicial eminence, 
and which, in further testimony of his remarkable piety, accorded him two 
angels for supporters, and the motto (the only Hebrew one in Soottich 
heraldry) of “ Jehovah Jireh (the Lord wil! provide).” An open Bible forms the 
crest, A free schocl at Monymusk marks, among other acts, the great bene- 
volence vf this excellent Judge. His younger son, William, was also an 
eminent lawyer, and was, as Lord Prestongrange, a well-known and esteemed 
senator of the College of Justice. Sir Francis’s youngest danghter, Helen, was 
the wife of another Judge, M‘Dowal!, of Bs » author of * The Institute of 
the Law of Scotland.” Sir Francis was great-great-grandfather of Sir Isaac 
Grant, the Baronet just deceased. 





THE HON. HENRY LITTLETON POWYS-KECK, 

The Hon. H Littleton Powys-Keck, late Major 60th Royal Rifles, was 
the fifth son of Thomas, second Lord Lilford, of Lilford, Northants, py 
his wife, Henrietta Maria, eldest daughter and coheir of Robert Vernon 
Atherton, Eseq., of Atherton Hall, in the County of Lancaster. He was born 
on the 29th of March, 1812. Early in life he entered the Army, and served 
twenty-six years in the 60th Royal Rifles, becoming a Major in December, 
1853. He subsequently retired from the Army, and during the Crimean War 
devoted his whole time and attention to the families of soldiers serving in that 
war, and was the originator, honorary secretary, and chief supporter of the 
Central Association for Relieving the Wive: and Families of Soldiers serving in 
the Eaet. After the peace of 1856 he turned his attention to the condition of 
the daughters of soldiers, and was the founder of the Soldiers’ Daughter:’ 
Home, at Hampstead (opened by his Royal Highness the late Prince Consort 
on the 18th of Jane, 1858), which now numbers 150 inmates, and is the sole 
asylum in the kingdom for the daughters of the soldiers of the whole Army. 
In 1861, in accordance with the will of his uncle, the late Col. George Anthony 
Legh-Keck, he assumed the additional surname of Keck on succeeding to the 
estate of Stoughton Grange, near Leicester. He died there on the 10th u):., 
after a short but severe illness, brought on by an accident received in the year 
1862, Major Powys-Keck’s death is much lamented by his relatives and 
numerous friends in Leicestershire and elsewhere. His loss will also be severely 
felt by various charitable institutions of which he was a munificent supporter. 
Major Powys-Keck married, firet, on the 20th of November, 1840, Mise 
Margarette Matilda Bancho, by whom (who died Jume 21, 1845) he had issue 
three sons, the eldest of whom was born Oct. 16, 1841, He married, second)y, 
on the 16th of July, 1862, Maria, youngest surviving daughter of the la‘e 
Admiral Sir John Gore, K.C.B., G.0.1.. by whom (who survives him) he 
leaves no issue.

Tae new church of St. Philip, in the Kennington- 
road, was recently consecrated by the Bishop of 
Winchester, in the presence of several of the clergy 
and a large congregation. The Rev. J. H. Lingham, 
Rector of the parish, and the Rev. A. Edwards, the 
Incumbent of the church, were in attendance ; and, 
in the course of the ceremony, an anthem was sun, 

by the gentlemen of her Majesty’s Chapel Roy 

and the choristers of the Temple Church, under the 
direction of Mr. Coward, organist of St. Mary's, 
Lambeth. St. Philip's is situated in Walcot-place, 
Kennington-road, the fund for the erection of which 
was commenced as far back as the close of 1849, 
and was intended by the parishioners to be a thank- 
offering church, in token of gratitude to the 
Almighty for their preservation from cholera. It is 
in the early style, and was from the design of Mr. 
Henry E. Coe, architect. There are sittings for 
above 1000 persons, of which 519 are free. The 
total cost of building is between £5000 and £6000, 
the site having also cost £2492. The material used 
is Kentish ragstone, with carved facings and dress- 
ings. At the south end is a lofty spire, while on 
the other side a neatly-designed parsonage-house 
has been erected. The district assigned to the new 
church contains about 6000 persons, by far the 
great majority of whom belong to the labouring 
classes, and there was before this no church nor any 
place of public instruction whatever. The present 
population of the parish church district is 27,000, 
for which there is only church accommodation for 
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THE CHURCH OF ST. CUTHBERT, 
DURHAM. 


THIs church, built from the design of Mr. E. R. 
Robson, of Durham, is modelled on the type of the 
early part of the thirteenth century, with a tinge of 
French character in its general features. It consists 
of a nave and south aisle, a chancel, with a semi- 
circular apsidal termination, and a tower at the 
north-west corner of the nave, which the artist has, 
very judiciously, made the principal feature in his 
design. The roof, carried, without any break, over 
both nave and aisle, seems, at first sight, when 
viewed from the exterior, rather heavy, but this 
appearance has been relieved by the introduction of

At that time the gravest doubts were expressed by competent 
judges of the success of the system, it being generally considered 
that, however applicable to rivers and smooth water, the strain upon 
the connecting parts in a seaway would endanger the safety of the 
vessel. Since then the subject of our Sketch, the Connector, has been 
subjected to the most severe tests, in the heaviest weather, and proved 
herself thoroughly seaworthy. After most careful inspection of the 
vessel, and evidence of the parties who have navigated her during this 
time, two qualified engineering authorities, Mr. Edwin Clark and Mr. 
J.C. Gunn, have just given their unqualified approval of the safety 
and completeness of the principle. 

The projectors, a few days since, invited a party of scientific 
gentlemen to an experimental trial-trip in the Thames. The vessel 
left Blackwall, and proceeded down the river to Erith Reach, where, 
having dropped anchor, in a few seconds, with one circuit of a lever 
on deck, the fore section (all the sections are perfect ships) was com- 
pletely disconnected, and the other _—_ propelled across the river, 
where the centre portion, on which the visitors were assembled, was 
as rapidly left free. While the party took lunch the steam or 
stern sectia returned for the part left moored on the opposite shore ; 
and, having brought it over, in the space of five minutes the 
two separate parts were united. Though the water was much disturbed 
at the time by towing-vessels, the trip was very interesting and gave 
general satisfaction.

The effect cannot be 
well judged of until the books in their cases take 
their tion along the walls ; but the great charm 
and advantage of the bay-window above mentioned 
can be fully realised even in the present incomplete 
state of the room. It commands a splendid view of 
the distant country, giving all the advantages or 
the elevated position of the building. To the 
student, with a slight sacrifice of the architecture 
to the view, the centre mullion of the window 
stops half way down, leaving one broad sheet of 
plate-glass for the look-out, which is indeed 
charming. This bay-window will form a most 
delicious retreat for the student, and enable him to 
refresh his eyes, wearied by reading, with fa land- 
scape of considerable beauty. The view from the 
Head Master's garden of the group of buildings, of 
which the Vaughan Library forms the centre, is a 
very pleasing one. 

This building was erected as a memorial 
of respect to the late Head Master, the Rey. Dr. 
Vaughan, and as a lasting monument raised by the 
voluntary contributions of Harrovians “to com- 
memorate the signal services rendered to the school” 
during the happy period that distinguished scholar 
and divine presided over its destinies. Harrow 
School reached during his superintendence the 
highest point of prosperity.

FLOWER GARDENS, REGENT’S PARK. 


THE Illustration represents the centre of the new 
and beautiful flower garden recently completed in 
the Regent's Park, which is laid out in the French- 
Italian style. On each side of the garden a row 
of handsome trees forms a grateful shade from the 
heat of the sun and a pleasing background to the 
brilliant denizens of the parterre. The garden is in 
the form of an oblong, divided into three principal 
parts. Entering at the end nearest to Ulster-terrace, 
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PHILIP’S CHURCH, KENNINGTON-ROAD, 


we have before us a most brilliant coup-d'il. A 
broad gravel walk here divides the garden into equal 
rts for about a fourth of its —— ; & continuous 
rder forms the outer portions of this part of the 
ground, the extreme edge of which is bounded by 
a low hedge of hornbeam (a tree which greatly re- 
sembles the beech, and is often mistaken for it) ; 
this border is planted with variegated 
hollies, and, at equal distances along its length, 
ups of stan almond, laburnum, and 
eethern tee.

The broad walk 
terminates at about a fourth of the entire length of 
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the garden, and, dividing, leaves the principal part of the garden in 
the centre. This portion is also laid out in borders of different 
shapes, i which are very handsome vases, also surrounded by 
raised beds. There is a greater variety of plants in these, and we 
noticed as a good feature the introduction of evergreens forming a 
hedge through the centre of the borders, which not only presente a 
pleasing contrast to the bright flowers on each side of them, but will 
in the winter keep the garden from having a bare appearance. We 
think variety and strong contrast have scarcely been enough studied 
in the planting of these borders, as the vases and are almost a 
repetition of those already mentioned, with the exception of the 
forming of some of the ribbons with the beautiful purple king verbena 
and cerastium. Fuchsias, except in the great centre vase, have been 
quite lost sight of, as also the handsome perilla narkinensis, the dark 
purple leaves of which form such a magnificent contrast when planted 
next a ribbon of bright scarlet or yellow. Along the left-hand side 
of this portion of the garden is a continuous indented border, hedged 


by hornbeam and planted with Persian lilacs, &c. ; an edging of dwarf | 


nasturtiums gives colour to this portion of the ground. In the centre 
of the garden—which forms the subject of the Illustration—is a 


circular mound, surmounted by a massive vase supported by 
four griffins. The vase is filled with fuchsias, and scarlet and ivy 
geraniums ; the raised bed at the base is planted with holly, scarlet 

vraniums, and lobelia, and finished by a handsome stonework edge. 
‘he turf surrounding this centre vase has small circles planted with box- 


trees, &c. After passing the centre, the next half ofthe garden is the 
same as the first, although there is a little variety in the planting of 


the borders. Some handsome double poppies are introduced among the 
shrubs with a good effect, their height making them suitable for such a 
situation, the very small annuals placed in the same position in the first 


half of the garden having only the appearance of pretty straggling 
weeds 


On the opposite side of the road a similar garden is being 
formed, but will be much diversified in the laying out. When this 
second garden is finished it will doubtless form one of the most de- 


lightful promenades in London. Already it must be a source of 
great delight to those living within easy access of it; and we have 
but to see the crowds who flock thither on a Sunday afternoon to 
know how fully such places are appreciated by the public,

Avevust 1 has been a red letter day on the Thames for nearly a cen- 
tury and a half, or since the first anniversary of the accession of 
George IL—when Thomas Dogget, “a Whig to head and ears, 
in demonstration of his loyalty to the House of Ranpver, first gave a 
waterman’s orange-coloured coat, and silver badge of the Hanoverian | 
horse, to be rowed for by six young watermen, whose apprenticeship | 
expired the year before, on the river, on the above day. Dogget, a | 
yal Irishman, was born in Castle-street, Dublin, date uncertain

man, who danced the Cheshire Round full as well as the famo 
Captain George, but with more nature and nimbleness.” He is said 
to have made his first appearance at the Dublin theatre ; thence he 
“ strolled ” into the provinces, came to England, and became manager 
of a company, when each member wore a brocaded waistcoat and 
kept his own horse, on which he rode from town to town. Dogget | 
made his first bow in London at Bartholomew Fair, by the bill, “ at 
Barker and Dogget’s booth, near Hosier-lane end,” in “ a new droll, 
called Friar Bacon, or the Country Justice; with the Humours of 
Tollfree, the Miller, and his Son Ralph, acted by Mr. Dogget. With 
variety of scenes, machines, songs, and dances.

He was, in stage phrase, 
an excellent dresser: he could be extremely ridiculous, but knew 
exactly when and where to stop the current of his jokes. He could 
paint his face to resemble any age from manhood to extreme senility, 
which caused Sir Godfrey Kneller to say that Dogget excelled him in 
his own art, for he could only copy nature from the originals before 
him, while the actor could vary them at pleasure and yet always 
reserve a true resemblance. Congreve was a t admirer of 
Bogeet, and wrote for him the characters of Fondlewife, in the “ Old 
Bachelor,” and Ben, the sailor, in “ Love for Love.” He became 
patentee and manager, with Wilks and Gibbon, of -lane 
heatre; but on Booth joining the management, in 1712, pect 
retired, with £1600 for his share, a piece of trickery worked by a 
letter written by Booth to Coke, the Vice-Chamberlain. Dogget grew 
rich, and became a member of the Fishmongers’ Company. He died 
September 22, 1721, and was buried at Eltham, in Kent. He had

MONUMENT TO THE OFFIERS OF THE BENGAL 
ENGINEERS WHO FELL IN THE INDIAN MUTINY. 


AMONG the problems to be solved in the future destiny of India is the 
result of amalgamation. Whatever that result may be, it cannot be 
more satisfactor, to the country and honourable to those who serve 
it than that which was attained under the old system by the Bengal 
Engineers, Well might Lord Canning say :—“ Not as a compliment, 
but in the words of sober truth, there never has existed in any army 
a body of men who have rendered, individually and collectively, more 
constant and valuable good service to their country than the Engineers 
of her Majesty's Indian forces. Men, all of them, of proved ability 


and highly cultivated intellect, they have been unceasingly called upon, | 


in peace as much as in war, to achieve great tasks for the protection and 
advancement of India ; and they have never been fund wanting. That 
when summoned to meet an enemy in the field — can 
lives in their hands as lightly as any men, your own deeds and those of 
many of your brother officers have abundantly 

roved.” These words, addressed to Major 
nnes, were applicable to all the officers, per- 
haps, of the regiment to which he belonged. 
The best way of indicating the nature of their 
services in 1857-8 is to make a brief statement 
of the facts. The Bengal Engineers consisted, 
in 1857, of 120 officers, of whom 14 were absent 
or retired. When the mutiny broke out 67 were 
actually engaged with the enemy, of whom 16 
were killed in action or died of wounds or 
exposure, and 22 survive (wounded), being 
56 per cent of the number in the field. Of the 
remainder, several were indirectly employed in 
measures for suppressing the rebellion. It is 
to the memory of the gallant dead of this 
famous corps that Baron Marochetti has de- 
signed a monumental slab. Anderson, of 
Lucknow; Fraser; Whiting, of Cawnpore ; 
Edward Fraser; Fulton, the very life of the 
defence of the Residency ; C. D. Innes; Home, 
of the Cashmere Gate; Swynfen Jervis, of 
Cawnpore; Salkeld, of Delhi and the gate ; 
Walker, who shared in the siege; Brownlow, 
whose sad death at Lucknow touched 
every heart; Monckton, a victim of the 
Nana; Tandy, who fell in the assault of 
Delhi; Jones, who died of his wounds before 
the city—these men merited well some more 
lasting monument than the mere words of 
despatches or the life which is said to be found 
in the national memory. And, accordingly, 
the genius of the sculptor has designed a very 
significant and characteristic memorial, which 
is to be sent out to India, the scene of the 
labours, the sacrifices, and the glorious death of 
these gallant and devoted men. The monument 
consists of a large tablet in the form of a portal, 
in which bronze reliefs of the Cashmere Gate 
and of other memorable localities, where many 
of the Bengal Engineers won undying fame in 
the moment when they ceased to live, are 
inserted ; the npper portion of the slab being 
occupied by a series of heads, in the same 
material, of the officers who fell during the 
mutiny. The monument erected by their 
brother officers is not unworthy of the deeds 
it commemorates and of the men who per- 


formed them.

often exceed in beauty the dress which covers them. Thus, under a 
simple robe of barége or of grenadine may be seen a pretty jupon 
of white or grey silk, trimmed with one or two ruchings edged with 
narrow rolls of velvet, which give solidity to the ruching, and impart 
to it the ess 1 or sustaining the lighter material that 
falls over the jupon. This description of jupon, when in strong 
taffety, wide, and amply fluted at the bottom, is now frequently worn 
in place of crinoline, and possesses the superior advantage of assuring 
grace and firmness in the undulations of the robe, a result not always 
attained by the rival cages Américaines or other modifications of the 
often miscalled crinoline. The English mode 

of drawing up the dresses having become 
Parisian, has given rise to the production of an 
infinite variety of the jupons in question, and 
they not at all unfrequently vie in richness, 
elegance, and cost with the upper garment. 

Although not strictly within the scope of 
the present article, we may hurry on to the 
notice of our Illustrations by just mentioning 
the introduction of another English custom 
into Parisian society. In the marriages & la 
mode of the highest class it is no longer the 
fashion to give a breakfast or a dinner fol- 
lowed by a ball usually lasting the whole 
night through; the nouveaux mariés start off 
on the honeymoon tour immediately after their 
return from the nuptial ceremony, and the 
invités present their felicitations “at home” to 
the parents of the bride and bridegroom,

foulard robe, ornamented round the skirt, which 
is terminated with a narrow black silk ruching, 
by braid representing grapes and vine-leaves. 
Camail of the same material, similarly trimmed, 
and furnished also with a border of rich black 
lace. Bonnet of the style Marie Stuart, with a 
bouquet of flowers above and below the front 
edge of the chapeau. 

ig. 2. Walking Dress.—Robe of mazarine 
blue taffety, trimmed with passementerie orna- 
ments and chenille tassels. The corsage is 
4 longues basques, which gives it the appear- 
ance of a pardessus. A narrow ruching is 
placed round the edge of the corsage and on 
the bottom of the skirt. The narrow, almost 
close-fitting sleeves, are ornamented with a 
smaller trimming, but similar in style to that 
on the skirt. White straw bonnet, with a 
white drooping feather, and a blue flower on 
the left-hand side, under the edge. 

Fig. 3. Dress for the Seaside —This costume 
may be either in light straw-coloured foulard 
or alpaca; but the foulard generally obtains 
the preference. The skirt and the casaque are 
trimmed with a light and elegant black braid- 
ing, fully detailed in our Illustration. Small 
Parisian collar, fastened with an extremely 
narrow pink cravat. Fine tuscan chapeau 
postillon (in full vogue for the costumes des 
eaux), gaily ornamented with a pink bow and 
a white feather close to the hat. 





VIEWS IN MELBOURNE, 


THE TREASURY AND GOVERNMENT 
PRINTING-OFFICES. 


We continue our views of Melbourne, 
Australia, from Mr. E. Haigh’s beautiful 
me The Treasury is not the least 
remarkable among the many fine public build- 
ings which are completed or in course of 
erection in the flourishing city of Melbourne. 
Our View.is taken from the public Government

We passed a very agreeable and instructive afternoon in the Spahis’ 
camp, which is divided into three rows of Tunisian (not Arab) tents, 
in front of which the horses are drawn.up in two lines. The hand- 
somest row of tents is set apart for the officers and sub-officers, who 


are, in a few instances, provided with such comforts as a table ora | 
tent-bedstead. The remaining tents are simple in the extreme, each | 


being adapted for eight Spahis, whose feet nearly meet in the middle 
near the pole, around which, on a stand, some of their accoutrements 
are arranged. The horses are loosely attached by the fore feet to a 
stake driven in the ground, and also by the neck, but in such a manner 
as to leave them at their ease. Many of the beautiful little animals 
are still suffering from illness brought on by their confinement in the 
Parisian stables ; but the fresh air of the plain of St. Maur is 
ducing a good effect upon them, and they will, it is expected, all be 
cured in time to proceed to the camp at Chalons for the féte of the 
Emperor in mid-August, when a series of fantasias is to be gone 
through. 

The cooking apparatus forms a curious feature in this improvised 
Arab encampment, It is composed simply of a hole dug in the earth, 
in which fire is lighted for roasting sheep or making the pot boil in 
the open air, as showa in our Engraving, in front of the Moorish café,

Bourke-street is the second street in im- 
portance, and, as will be seen from the View, 
the houses are most irregular both in height 
and style. A very suggestive building occu- 
pies a prominent position in the street—i.e., a 
“ Universal Pawnbroker’s Eetablishment.”

The large square blocks of building appearing in various parts are 
stores. 

Melbourne possesses a university, also a large public library 
containing about 30,000 volumes, and an art-museum. The General 
Post Office is a fine building, on the eve of completion ; and there are 
various public schools, ao and benevolent institutions. 
It may be interesting here to a few particulars concerning the 
colony of Victoria. total area of the colony is nearly as large 
as that of England, Scotland, and Wales. In 1861 the population 
was 540,822, when there were 67°4 females to every hund malee, 
It is remarkable that upwards of one third of the whole population 
live in tents. Con to this country, the summer months are the 
most fatal to life. It has been computed that up to 1860 the gold
